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Antioch township assessment roll, 
for personal property and real estate 
changes, appears today in the Antioch 
News. Due to the alphabetical posi- 
tion of Antioch on the county treas- 
urer's books this township is usually 
the first to have the tax extensions 
completed. 

Under the law, tax lists should be 
published on or before July 10 each 
year, but due to delay in rcccivinc 
assessors' books from heavily popu- 
lated townships, publication is some- 
times delayed beyond that date 

When assessment rolls appear tax- 
payers arc urged to check valuations 
of their property as listed and if there 
is complaint the matter should be 
brought to the attention of the board 
of review without delay. County 
Treasurer Allen Nelson has caused a 
notice to this cfTcct to be published 
in newspapers carrying the assessment 
lists. 

The Lake county board of review 
began its work of examining assess- 
ments and fixing valuations ten days 
ago. Heading the board as chairman 
is Homer T. Cook, chairman of the 
board of- supervisors. Serving with 
him arc John E. Hayes of North Chi- 
cago, and Frank J. Ronan of High- 
land Park. 

The board of review will be in ses- 
sion for several months reviewing the 
valuations as^ indicated by the town- 
ship assessors* books.

The two went for a swim, 
and while Miss Raghwal was on shore 
Coquillcttc went for a swim. When 
he sank, rescuers were unable to find 

him. . 

Miss Ragwahl testified at the mqueat 
conducted by Deputy Coroner Mau- 
rice Penney, that she had known tlie 
drowned man for about a month.

The lucrative marriage mill business 
carried on in many Illinois cities came 
to an abrupt end today when the new' 
Saltiel bill went into effect in this 
state. 

The new law just passed by the state* 
legislature rcijuircs that couples wish- 
ing to get married must submit for" 
filing with the application a certificate' 
from a licensed physician stating that 
the contracting parites are free from 
venereal diseases, and the findings of 
a laboratory test to show there is no 
trace of syphilis in the blood. 

The new regulation is expected to 
boost the cost of licenses in Lake 
county to at least $5 and the cost in 
some cases may be as high as $15. 
The reguar license fee is $1, to which 
will be added at least ?2 for a doctor's 
certificate and ?5 for laboratory Was- 
scrman or Kahn blood test. Many 
physicians are not in position to make 
the required examinations and blood 
tests as required by the Saltiel law, 
but they may request the state de- 
partment of health to make the labor- 
atory tests free of charge. The aver- 
age cost for such state department 
tests is ?5. The medical tests must be 
made by the parties to the proposed 
marriage within 15 days prior to the 
issuance of a license. 
The new law further provides: 
"All persons desiring to marry shall 
within 15 days prior to the issuance of 
a license to marry, be examined by any 
duly licensed physician as to the exis- 
tence or non-existence in such person 
of any venereal disease. 

"It shall be unlawful for the county 
clerk of any court to issue a license 
to marry to any person who fails to 
present for filing with such county 
clerk a certificate setting forth that 
such person is free from venereal dis- 
ease as nearly as can be determined 
by a thorough examination."

The "Third New Deal" 

In some European countries they have five-year 
plans, four-year plans and the like, which succeed, one 
another. In our own country we now have proposed 
for us the third New Deal, according to no less an au- 
thority on New Deals than General Hugh Johnson 
former fiery leader of the NRA. And General Johnson 
thinks that this third New Deal is a departure from the 
first in the direction of some form of governmental 

autocracy. , , ,- ».» 

According to the former NRA head, the first New 
Deal, in which he played a prominent part, was designed 
for the emergency of the depression in 1933 and for the 
dangerous reconstruction years which foUowed. and it 
proposed to work through the constitutional forms, of 

American democracy. ..,■«- 

The case with this third New Deal is entirely differ- 
ent, according to General Johnson in a recent radio ad- 
dress. He declared that nobody can read the proposed 
legislation and communications sent to Congress since the 
first of the year "and escape the conviction that, taken 
altogether, they push our carefully guarded democracy 
some distance toward the fascist and communist experi- 
ments, which for all that is said, are as alike as two peas 
—government by executive fiat with litUe if any popular 
participation." He mentioned, as examples of the modern 
trend toward centralization of authority, the Supreme 
Court bill, the wage, hour and agriculture bills and the 
proposal for seven new districts for national planning 
with reference to power production and distribution. 
Continuing the General said: 

"In any system in which any one single authority 
makes what laws it desires, interprets them as it wishes, 
executes them as it will and controls the judging of all 
three, there is no check this side of heaven and no appeal 

on earth," 

In his address General Johnson was again calhng 
attention to the growing beUef held in many quarters that 
the nation is entering a trend toward centralization of 
power in Washington and away from the American idea 
of home rule and individual initiative. Call it commun- 
ism, fascism or what you will, an entirely new step is 
proposed for our America at a time when we ought to 
be particularly careful in watching our step. 
*****

herited a debt of $420 — his or her share of the total 
public debt, federal, state and local By the time Junior 
or Sister finally works off this debt with interest the 
payment will have been S840. This stands as a first 
mortgage on the property the child might hold now or 
subsequently accumulate or upon the earnings which 
he will make when he starts to work.— The Sohioan. 



Every Man's Right 

Thirty-five years ago, there was a serious coal strike. 
President Theodore Roosevelt appointed a special com- 
mission to settle it The following extract from the 
Commission's report Is as pertinent now as it was then: 
"The right to remain at work where others have 
ceased to work, or to engage anew in work which others 
have abandoned, is part of the personal liberty of a citi- 
zen that can never be surrendered. 

"All government implies restraint, and it is not less, 
but more, necessary in self-governed communities than 
in others, to compel restraint of the passions of men 
which make for disorder and lawlessness. Our language 
is the language of a free people, and fails to furnish any 
form of speech by which the right of a citizen to work 
when he pleases, for whom he pleases, and on what terms 
he pleases, can be successfully denied. 

"The common sense of our people, as well as the 
common law, forbids that this right should be assailed 
with impunity. Approval of the object of a strike, or 
persuasion that its purpose is high and noble, cannot 
sanction an attempt to destroy the right of others to a 
different opinion in- this respect, or to interfere with their 
conduct in choosing to work upon what terms and at 
what time and for whom it may please them to do so. 

"The right thus to work cannot be made to depend 
upon the approval or disapproval of the personal con- 
duct of those who claim to exercise this right If this 
were otherwise, then those who remain at work might, 
if they were in the majority, have both the right and 
power to prevent the others, who choose to cease to 
work, from so doing. 

"This all seems too plain for argument. Common 
sense and common law alike denounce the conduct of 
those who interfere with this fundamental right of the 
citizen. The assertion of the right seems trite and com- 
monplace, but that land is blessed where the maxims of 

liberty are commonplaces,"

estimated that a car which today seUs for $600 would 
cost at least as much as $3,500 if made by non-mass-pro- 
duction methods. \ 

It isn't hard to see what this would do to automobile 
production when we note that in 1935 in the above-$3.000 
wholesale price range. 2,428 automobiles were sold in the 
United States and Canada. But of all price ranges 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 4.000.000 cars were 
sold this same year. 

Here are some other facts about what things would 
cost if made by other than mass production methods: 

A leading typewriter manufacturer estimates the cost 
of a typewriter at $1,000 instead of slightly more than 

$100. 

An alarm clock would sell for at least $25. according 
to the vice-president of a leading alarm clock firm. 

An electric refrigerator manufacturer states that re- 
frigerators made experimentally cost approximately six 
times as much as those made on production assembly.

Locating Vegetable CropR 

WHENEVER possible the vege- 
table crop should be suited to 
tlie soil. By far the best soil for 
nearly all crops is a loam with good 
water-holding capacity. Nearly all 
crops, too, should have full sun. 

But conditions can rarely be per- 
fect. The following information is 
offered as a guide for those who 
have problems in locating crops.* 

In neavy or clayey soils, grow 
the following: Bean.s, Beets, Broc- 
coli, Brussels Sprouts, Cabbage, 
Cauliflower, Chicory, Corn, Kale, 
Peas, Pumpkin, Rhubarb, Spinach, 
SquHsh, Swiss Chard and Rutabaga. 
0'n light or sandy soils plant As- 
paragus, Carrot, Celery, Collards, 
Chinese Cabbage (Celery Cabbage), - 
Cucumber, Egg Plant, Endive, Kohl- 
rabi. Lettuce, Muskmelon, Water- 
melon, Mustard, Okra, Onion, Pars- 
ley, Parsnip, Pepper, Radish, Toma- 
to, Turnip and most of tho herbs. 

Sandy soils usually yield an early 
but comparatively llghtcrop. Clayey 
soils iiaually moture tho crop a little 
Inter, but the yield is heavier. 

In muck aolla, plant Onions, Cele- 
ry, Chinese Cabbage, Radish, Tur- 
nip, Carrot, Kale, Lettuce, Mustard, 
Parsley, Parsnip, Rhubarb, Spinach, 
Swiss Cluird, and herbs. Onions and 
Celery are excellent muck crops. 

In shaded portions of the garden, 
the following may be ti'ied: Beans, 
Radish, Lettuce, Endive, Kale, Cab- 
bage. Beet. Sprouting Broccoli, Car- 
rot, Mustard, Parsley, Parsnip, 
Rlmbarb, Swiss Chard, Turnips and 
Rutabaga. 

For planting near the house, 
which must be considered from the 
standpoint of appearance, tho fol- 
lowing are advised because -of their 
more attractive foliage and neater 
habit of growth: Parsley, Kale, 
Beets, Lettuce, Spinach, Dw'ari 
Beans, Cucumbora (trailed on trel- 
lis), herbs, and Corn (If there is suf 
ficiont space), • 9

Marks of Past Illness 

Shown by Hair and Nails

When anyone gets nm down in 
general health, the nails frequently 
GufTer in other ways, especially if 
the condition is a chronic one. They 
may become brittle and crack eas- 
ily, while sometimes they are pit- 
ted with small holes as though they 
had been worm-eaten.

The prin- 
cipal cause of the debility must be 
treated, and when this has been 
done improvement in the circulation 
follows.

OF POULTRY FEED 

May Replace Costly Rations 
With Soybean Meal.

Poultryinen can roduco the costs of 
rntlons for clilcks ond for tlio laying 
flock by substituting pressupc-curcd 
soyhcnn monl for pnrt of tho lilgli 
priced Ingredients that are used to fur- 
nlah the birds protein. 

Dried milk and meat scraps, two 
common materials used to furnish pro- 
teln In poultry rations, coat more than 
the soybean meal; and the cost of tbo 
ration for laying hena la very Im- 
portant at this aenson of declining egg 
prices. The soybean meal can be used 
to replace at least one-half of tho 
nicnt scrap and to reduce tho amount 
Of dried milk to 2 per cent of the lay- 
log ration. From 3 to fi per cent of 
dried milk should he kept In chick rc- 
tlons. 

Ground aoyheans containing the nat- 
ural oil cannot be used successfully as 
poultry feed, but the meal produced 
at mills where the oil Is extracted Is i 
satisfactory except that a mineral mix- I 
turc should be added. The mineral 1 
mixture can be made of 40 pounds 1 
hone meal. 20 pounds limestone, and 
20 pounds salt. This mixture should 
be used at the rate of one pound to 
«very nve pounds of soybean meal. 

At present market prices, dried milk 
la selling for Ave- times as much aa 
soybean meal and meat scraps 
are nearly twice as expenalve. De- 
creasing the amount of mtlk In the ra- 
tion will lower the vltomln G content 
but this can be supplied by feeding 
green grass, good legume buy, or al- 
falfa meal. 




Early Care Basis for 

Future Flock Profits 

The future success of the poultry 
flock depends a great deal upon the 
care and management of growing 
chicks In the spring. Give them prop- 
er care and they will grow Into strong, 
vigorous, prontnhio birds. 

Some of the fundamentals to observe 
while tbo chicks are young were point- 
ed out as follows: 

Do not overcrowd. See that there 
ore not more than two chicks for each 
square foot of floor space In the brood- 
er house. 

Provide two lialf-gnlinn drinking 
founts for each lOU chicks. One live- 
foot mash hopper will be enough for 
each 100 chlcka during the Urst three 
weeks. 

From the age of three weeks until 
they reach broiler size, each 100 chicks 
should have two amah hoppers four 
Inches high, six Inches wide, and live 
feet long. 

Inadequate feeding and drinking fa- 
cilities Is one of the worst faults In 
poultry raising. 

Dave adequately controlled ventila- 
tion. More chicks are killed or weak- 
«ned by overheating than by chilling. 

Keep tbo feed lioppcrs tilled with a - 
well balanced mash. 

Aim to havo tbo chicks consuming 
about equal parts of masb and scratch 
feed at the sixth week. 

Maintain rigid sanitation. 

Cull all slow developing chicks. ■ 
These seldom "come through" and 
prove profM«ble. 

When thb weather permits, got the 
chicks out on tho ground. A great 
deal of benefit Is gained from sun- 
shine, green feed, and fresh air. 

Use Clean Dry Litter ! 

straw Is not the best litter there is 
for baby chicks. Oat hulls, peat moss, 
finely ground corn cobs, shavings, etc., 
are said to bo better. If merely tho 
*'best" litter were tho only consider- 
ation not much would be left to say 
on tho subject The facts are farm- 
ers have to get by as cheaply aa pos- 
sible and at the same time strive for 
good results. It Is true that wheat 
nnd oat straw becomes damp quickly 
and If not chopped up One Is too coarse 
for small chicks, yet on most farms It 
la by far the cheapest litter available. 
Is grown on the 'farm and requires no 
outlay of cash. That good results can * 
be bad by using It Is Indisputable. The 
Important thing about It ts to use 
plenty — change It often. i
